OBITUARY.

Hou. George RHead iiddle, of Delawnare.

Senntor Riddle, whose death In Washington
yesterday 15 anpouncsd in  this mornlng's
pipers, wak born in MNewoastle, Delaware, fo
1817, He was educated st Delawanre College,
where he studied engineering, e aflerwards
engoaged in the enginecting profession, and wns
for years employed in locating and constructing
railroads and eanals in Pennsy lvania, Dalaware,
Maryland, and Virginia, the lustof which was
the great work at Harper's Ferry,

Alterwards he stadied law, was admittad 1o
the bar in 1848, and was appointed Deputy
Attorney-General for his native connty, woich
position he held until 18530, when he was electod
a Representative from Duinware tothe Thirty-
second Copgress, and ru-oleeted to the Thirly-
third Congress, serving on the Committes on
Roads and Cannls, anil was Cohalrman of the
Committes on Engravings, and also of a spocial
Commities on the Peruving guano guestion,

In 1840 he was appoint.d by the Governorof
the Stite a Commingioner on the part of Daln-
wnre Lo retrsce the celobrated “‘Mason and
Dixon's llne,” the report of which was printed
by the Legislatures of Pennsyivanin, Delaware,
aud Maryiand, in 1850, Ile was nlso a delegats
to the several Demoeraile Natlonn]l Convens
tions of 1544, 1848, and 1520, In 1304 he was elocked
o Benator In Congress Lrom Deluware for the
term ending in 1809, sersing on the Committecs
on the Distriet of Columbla, Manulactures,
Private Land Clalms, and Printing, o polities
e was classed among the old line Democrats,
